Clear Cut Statements 
May Apply to Canada 


One of the most clear-cut and understandable statements in 
regard to the present economic situation and one menner in which 
it can be improved drastically and immediately is contained in 
an article in the Scptember 16, 1933 issue of Liberty Magazine. 
It is from the pen of Irving Fisher, Professor of Economics at Yale 
University, and internationally known student and economist, and 
while it is written primarily with the situation in the United States 
in mind, conditions in Canada and in that country are so similar that 
it well might be written with regard to this Dominion. 

An added interest is given Professor Fisher's statement by rea- 
son of the fact that Stephen Leacock, Professor of Economics at 
McGill University, outstanding Canadian authority, recently came 
out boldly with the announcement that the only way out of the 
present economic morass for Canada lay through the drastic and 
immediate inflation of currency.

As I write, my index is over 60. So we have recently had two price 
movements—a big deflation with prices sinking on the average from 
300 to 55; and, since March 4, a little inflation with prices rising from 
55 to over 60 

What we want to be sure of is whether th inflation right «¢ 
wrong and whether we need more of it 

Two months ago, if I had said that there could be a case where 
Anfilation was right, I would have been disputed by most people But 
today few people, even bankers, dispute the fact that inflation, so far, 
has been a good thing. It has corrected a bad thing—deflation 

This deflation was the very essence of the depression. Prices had, 
us I have said, fallen fyom 100 to 55, or nearly by half, so that the dollar 
had nearly doubled. Farm prices had fallen more than by half, so that the 
to-called “farmer's dollar” had more than doubled. This does not mean 


that the farmer was twice as well off—quite the contrary. When I say 
the “farmer dollar” I do not mean the dollar he had but the dolla 
he had to get.

MAKE WAY FOR RUSSIA! 
According to the Winnipeg Free Press 
there is a “joker” in the agreement signed 
at London by which the great exporting 
countries are represented to have bound 
themselves to curtail the production of 
wheat in the 1934-35 season. Russia, it 
appears, is not bound by any such under 
taking. 

The Soviet 
wheat during the present shipping season, 
which may mean little or nothing since 
its exports last year were not excessive 
and were off-set by a fairly heavy impor- 
tation of wheat from Canada and Aus- 
tralia. But Moscow gave no pledge to 
plant fewer acres next year or any other 
year. The text of the agreement is quoted 
as stating the U.S.S.R. is “unable to give 
any undertaking with regard to the pro- 
duction of wheat”. 

A despatch from Moscow to the

York Times, subsequent to the completion 


of the agreement, states: “The most 
authoritative Kremlin spokesmen have 
stressed that, far from reducing produc-
